This day came the Attorney for the Commonwealth, and the pris- 
oner was led to the bar of this Court in custody of the Sherif? of 
this County; and thereupon the prisoner plsaded guilty to the in- 
dictment against him. It is therefore considered by the Court, with 
the consent of the Attorney for the Commonwealth, and upon his plea 
off guilty that he bse confined in the penitentiary of this State for 
a period of three years. And it is ordered that the Clerk of this 
Court forthwith transmit to the Superintendent of the pengitentiary 
of this State a copy of this judgment, and that the Sheriff of this 
County, when requeated so to do, deliver the said Thomas Biggs to 
the guard authorized to receive him, who shall remove and safely 
convey the said Thomas Biggs from the Jail of this County to the 
sald penitentiary of this State, therein to be kept, imprisoned and 
treated in the manner directed by law for said term of throe years. 
And the said Thomas Biggs is remanded to Jail. Said Tom Biggs to 
work on the convict road force.
